DJujlch has been acquainted with Curuvija 
since their boyhood days in Yugoslavia. Both Djujlch and 
Coruvlja wars raised in Topol ji, Yugoslavia, and their families 
are very close. 



Approximately two months ago the mother-in-law 
of Djujlch 9 * cousin, Branko Djujlch 0**y, Indiana, traveled 
to Topolji, Yugoslavia, for a vlalt. During the course of 
this visit Branko Djujlch’* mother-in-law met Mara Curudja, 
it mother of Todor curuvija. 



Mara Curuvija adviaed Branko Djujlch 9 * mother-in-law 
that her son, Todor Curuvija, desired to speak with Hoaiclllo 
Djujlch. The reason why Todor Curuvija desires to speak with 
Momclllo Djujich was not furnished. Djujlch was unable to 
recall the name of Branko Djujlch 9 s mother-in-law* 

Baaed on the above, Djujich is of the opinion that 
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Todor Curuvlja deal res to tptak with him In order to 
dl>c yM the possibility of Curuvija defecting, 

Stfujlch has heard in the pent that To dor Curtrrl j a does not 
here strong allegiance to the Communist regie* of President 
Tito and would probably like to break all ties with 
President Tito. 



Djujich intends to send a member of kin organization 
to the Office of Mor Coruvija la Sent real, Canada, on 
a prat art. This Individual will request an audience with 
Tedor OtruTlja to discuss tbs procedure of hav% s relative 
is Yugoslavia travel to Canada for a visit. Du dug the 
coarse of the ensuing conversation, this Individual will 
mention to Cnruvijn that Hoaclllo Djujich Is in Canada and 
dsslres to speak with CUyuvija. If Curttvlja is agreeable to 
mast with Djujich, a place and tine will be agreed upon.

time.
